We^lfive up a large portion of our space 
to-day to news from the mines. Cariboo is 
proving itself all that the most sanguine ox- 
peeteJ. Tlin letter of our correspondent 
from Vv'illiiuns' Crt-ek :,'ivu3 nn estimate of 
gold to be taken out there, that is really fab- 
tiloiia. Yet from his reliable character, we 
place full faith in it. So lar as any ex- 
porioMced miner can judge from the yield 
luid indications, iiis eatimato may be taken 
to be oorreot. A month or six lyeeks hence 
we anticipate still more startling intelligonco 
— still more fabulous accounts of the quan- 
tity of gold actually obtained. The only dis- 
couraging feature is the relurtiini; miners — 
men who have been short uf means, or who 
■went up so early that they have Kpont 
all their money before the lime for mining 
commenced, or before the limit lived for 
every one to bo upon their reeonioti claims 
luul expired. Many have returned or are on 
the way down without p;oing nearer than 
100 or 'JDO miles of Cariboo, tihort funds is 
the main cause. Others have o.\presscd 
themselves as unable to stand the hardships 
to be met.- Of the number who hare return- 
ed or are on the way down, we have no ac- 
curate information. Still from the data in 
our possession, wo do not think that it will 
prove as large as has been estimated, lint 
largoor small, it wouUl be a serious loss to ilie 
country to lo>e such a line ehiss o! men. Aud 
as a matter of course, wee.xpect government 
to redoublo its e.^ortions to provide employ- 
ment of some kind, in this and the sister 
colony. We have Imd three projects before 
llio country tor i^omo time: city improve- 
ment, harbor improviunent, and r. ads. It 
the tdu n be incorpoiated loithwith, the City 
I'-athers muybupply their mite.

Of 
these reports. you must, however, be very cautiou;, 
as they will galu considerable cro reaching Victo- 
ria ; doubtless you are now being flooded with ac- 
counts of which we here are profoundly ignorant; 
take them ci(7)» jrano salix. In this [connection I 
have an idea, based upon the predclictions of ex- 
perienced miners, (who, by the by, like that 
ubiquitous individual, the "oldest inhabitant," uro 
as often at fault,) that the next creek of impor- 
tance that you will hear from will bo tho " Jack of 
Clubs." a creek heading in the Bold Mountain, 
and running between and in the same direction — 
north and south— as Williams and Lightning 
creeks, and as large as the first named ; nt present 
there is no one working there, and the claims are 
not yet slaked off, but a party of us intend going 
up, and this information, like llussell's from thu 
south, will como back, after out movements have 
been made. 

Speaking of parties out prospecting adjacent 
creeks, a couple of miners .started from the mouth 
of Lightning for Williams Creel:, a distaneo of 
about 40 miles, and losing the road bcciimo con- 
fused, and were six days ill reaching Williams, 
meantime snbsisling upon moss, green leaves and 
other life-sustaining vegetable matter, and iv spe- 
cies of pulp from between the bark of pine and 
fir treoa. Being rery mueh frightened, they vyan- 
dered for several days within a cirelo of ten miles, 
and atoveniiig found tlieiiuclves at the last night's 
choerlcss camping ground. 

Last Saturday a newly arrived individual, seeing 
a place on I.uwhee Creek, or rather on the hill- 
side, where a ditch had slightly broken away, be- 
thought him '.() set a conplu of old sUlii'c bo.tns 
with rililes to catch tho dirt and water. Judge ot 
his astonishment in passing on the same evening 
and tinding .•sTjt) as the, result of his experiment, 
lie has since sold his claim for giOOU. 

There is some discontent evinced by miners in 
regard to the mining laws of Cariboo, but these 
must be regulated by experience and on the dill'cr- 
ent creeks aud hills acoording to jieculiaritics, and 
not in Victoria. So I will not be the mouthpiece 
of their complainings, at least not to you, for the 
evils can and should be remedied here by the Com- 
missioner, with the assistance of the miners. 

Ju.SK 2l8t.-- 1 must not forget to tell ymi that 
this letter is written at iutervals, and may, there- 
fore, be somewhat disconnected. In one portion 
I reeorauicud yon to take the -jtories you may hear 
cwn (jnmo, and in another I give you what now 
appears to bo a fair illustration. Where I spoak 
of a "nowly arrived" having struck rich diggings 
at Louhec. etc., he had lately arrived, it is true, 
but had purchased the claim from his brother, a 
wealthy miner of Lowhee, for $2000, and sold il 
for SiOOO. Slill the discovery was mado as stated, 
only tho material diircrcncc in the stoiy as first re- 
ported of a greenhorn's striking such a claim.

Arrival of the Caledonia. — One day 
latter from the Mlnea. { 

'f lie steamer Caledonia arrived from Now Wcst- 
mihstcr yesterday morning with one hundred pas- 
sengers and a small amount of treaauro. Tho 
passengers relate doleful tales of their experience 
at the diggings, and say that not over forty claims 
in tho whole country aro paying "grub," but 
about twenty of that number ore fabulously rich. 
Unt few of the passengers had ever been in a 
mining country before, and seem greatly disheart- 
ened at tho general aspect of alfairs. It is roportud 
tliat Steele & Co. have struck the lead again. 

Mr. Gunn, formerly of Olympia, left Williams 
Creek on the ^i ltli and Antler on the 25th of June, 
but brings nothing new from tho former locality, 
beyond what has already appeared in our colums. 
About fifteen companies havo got to work on 
Antler, and aro all doing well. This creek, it is 
believed, will pay uniformlv well for years. Tho 
principal disgings are found in the flats with pay- 
dirt la or ilReea feet below the surface. On \\ bite 
Grouse aboutflvo slnicus are in, and yielding from 
one to two unnces per hand p:r day. On I.owliee, 
Tilton's sluices aro running, and Hie gold is said 
to eijual thu best obtained there last year. .\ vein 
of gold bearing quartz— said to be very rich— has 
been struck on Lowhce — Tiltou has purchased an 
interest.
